WELL BORING.

T. Cahoon was interviewed last eve- 
ning in regard to the artesian well 
business, in which he is a practical ex- 
pert. He says thatthe best wells on 
the coast are only one or two hundred 
feet deep,and that they go through clay’ 
streaks, buf not rock. Ile says that 
the fumous wells at Santa Clara, Cal., 
are none of them very decp, and only 
cost a few hundred dollars each. 
Where there is no rock, Mr. Cahoon 
will take a contract fur boring at the 
rate of one dollar and a half a foot for 
the first hundred, and two dollars be- 
tween that and four hundred feet. If 
a well capable of irrigating 20 acres 
could be had for four or five hundred 
dollars, it would be a paying invest- 
ment, There is plenty of land within 
half an hours’ ride of Reno which 
with free water, would be worth $20 
anacre. It would be an excellent 
thing for Reno if it could be demon- 
strated that it could be Zone. Such 
a scheme as this might be gotten up. 
A number of citizens might subscribe 
an amount sufficient to putdown a 
well on the land of some farmer, be- 
yond the reach of any of the ditches, 
If water is struck, the farmer to pay 
for the well, which he could afford to 
do. If no‘, the subscribers to stand 
the loss. L:tsomeone try and see 
what they can do. The Gazerre will 
contribute its share.

INDIANA AND OHIO, 


The election in Indiana, which takes 
place on Tuesday, the twelfth instant, 
will have an important bearing ov the 
general result in November. The 
canvass is being prosecuted by the 
Republicans w.th spirit and energy, 
aod there is hope of their carrying the 
State. The Democrits are making the 
most determined efforts to hold it. 

The election in Indiana on Tues- 
day of next week is for Governor, 
members of Congress and other cffi- 
cérs. Ohio's election for Congressmen 
and State officers comes on the same 
day. Should both these States give 
Republican majorities, the Presiden- 
tial election may be considered sure 
for Garfield. The Democrats have no 
chance of victory without New York, 
and Republican victory this month in 
Indiana and Ohio would give New! 
York to Garfield. During the last 
25 years, with but one exception, 
the whole cuuntry has gonein Novem- 
ber as Indiana has gone in October. 
The following table gives the results 
of the last six Presidential elections, 
and the State elections preceding 
them, in Iodiana:

The latest eiection held in Indians 
is that of 1878. ‘‘Hard times” had re- 
duced the Republican vote, and the 
Greenbackers that year polled a vote 
of 39,415. The Democratic ‘plurality 
waa then 14,1138. Elections held in 
other western States since 1878 have 
shown a great change infavor of the 
Republicans, and it isnot unreasona- 
ble to expect that the approaching 
election in Indiana will Gemons'‘rate a 
like change ia that State, Busine-s 
has improved; wages are better; more 
hands are employed; the crops have 
been good, and prices are high. 
Prosperous pa ple are not apt to want 
achange. When things go wrong, 
the “change” argument is like'y to 
have some efi.ct. This year peuple 
are satisfied to let well enough a one. 

The chance: of Republican success 
in Ladiana are helped by the fact that 
the Democratic vominees wn the S:ate 
‘icket are personally unpopular with 
the Gre-nbackers. Landers, the Dem- 
veratic candidate for Govervor, beside: 
being a noturious Copperhead, has 
broken his pledges to the Greenback 
party this year. Porter, the Republ- 
can candidite for Governor, hos at

defeat in Ohio, They confess defeat 
in advance by the conduct of their 
camprign. They have concentrated 


all their energies tu hold Indiana, and 
are (loing feeble work in Ohio. In 
Ohio the Republicans gained 62,141 
in 1879, over the vote of 1868. Count: 
ing on a proportionate Republican gain 
in Indiana, the Republicans may 
fairly expect to have a plurality of 
about 3,000 in that State next week.

A JEALOUS WOMAN'S WORK. 


The Shooting of George Hamilter by 
His Wife. in Sacramento, 


The Bee gives the tollowing account 
of the man who was shot by his wifs 
in Sacramento last Friday: “George 
Hamilton, the slecersed, was an enyi- 
neer in the employ of the Central Pa. 
cific Railroad Company, end ran the 
expre-s trains betweeu Sacramentyv 
und Truckee. He was a sober, indias- 
trious man, thoroughly compstyut, 
had the confidence of his emp oyers 
vend enjoyed the esteem of a larye cir- 
cle of acquaintances in Sacramcuto 
and at places on tle-line af the rail- 
road. He was a mn about 35 years 
of ave, native of Massichn-etts, of 
medium hight, light complexion, 
Md reserved in hig manner. 

Mrs. Nancy A. Lleinilton, who did 
the showting, is a Woman of about the 
ordinary hight, sbout 27 years of age, 
light complexior, with blue-gray eyes, 
of full tigure and a nervou-, an:mated, 
excitable munner. The couple were — 
married in the east abvut fifieen years 
ago, and afrer living together a vam- 
ber of years they separated, on account 
of inharmeny in their martiil rela- 
tions. Hecame to California about 
nine years ago wnd left her in the east, 
aud ior a long time held no commauni- 
cation with her. During the time 
they were separated she procured a 
diverce from him, he making po ob- 
jections to her so duing. Subs qnent- 
ly, however, the cerrespondence be- 
tween them was renewed, Hamilton 
again courting her (by letter), sent for 
her to come to Califorvix, aod on her 
arrival in Sucramento they were ayaia 
married. i 

For a time their second married life 
was happy, but the woman’s jeslous 
dispositiun soon cropped out, asd b 
her actions she made his life ex - 
inuly unhappy, accusing him of pre- 
ferring the suciety of other ‘women te - 
that of her, and following him about 
frum place to place in search .of proof 
of ber surmises. Thiogs continacd to 
goon in this way until about & year 
ago, when a young girl named Nettie 
Wiuklepleck went to live with Mr, 
und Mrs, Hamilton. George was v 
kind to her, and although she was em- 
ployed to help Mrs. Hamilioo do her | 
work, she was treated as oue'of the 
family.” ; 

lt appears from the remainder om 
the Bee's long account ‘of the affair, 
that Mrs. Hamilton became so jealous: 
ot the girl that she discharged her,and 
subsequently went to the house where 
she lived and shot her twice, inflicti 
dangerous Wounds, from which th 
girl ufterwards recovered. Mrs. Hém- 
ilton was acquitted, oh her trial, the 
plea beiny ‘‘emotional, insanity,” -re- 
sulting from nutural causes peculiar 
to females, Ever since her acquittal, 
she hud wade ir hot for her husband, 
following him abeut at night, and at 
tines drawing & revolver on him.te 
compel him te go home with her, A

his wife was too demonstrativein her 
manifestation: of affection, and accor- 
dinuly refused to live with her any 
lunver, continuing, however, to pay

On Friday last, in. response toa 
note from his wife, Ham: Iton called on 
her. In the cour-e of a brief inter- 
view they quarrelled several times. 
The fatal te:mination of the affair. is 
thus described: “Hamilton then got 
up and went out on the porch, his wife 
following kim,putting her arms about * 
his neck and coaxing bim to come 
back. A crowd cullected at the ga‘e, 
and at McLaughlin's suyge-tion Ham- 
ilton again went into the house, and 
the two sat inside conversing for's .mwe 
tine. Again they quarrelled, and 
avain Hamiiton arise to goout; She 
put her arms about his neck and per- 
sistently begged him not tu Jeave her, 
but to her appeals he turned a deaf 
vir, and continued moving dvuwn the 
hallway. She then drew a ievulvor 
trom her pocket, placed the muzz'e of 
the weapon close to his left cheek and 
fired, the ball entering his face just 
below and behiud the cheek bove, andl 
the powder serch ng his flesh. Ham- 
ilten then feil to the floor, whereapen 
she again cocked the we: pon, gtvo 
over his prostrate body, held the pis- 
tol close to his head, . and agam fird, 
the second bullet entering hi’ 
about two inches behind the left, gar, 
passing through the base of the braiy, 
kKiilipy him lustantly. She then went 
vut oa the porch, walked up dnd 
down, wringing her hands and erying, 
her little girl fulluwing her, and con- ,
